The second line of defence 
ngainst the regime is: probably 
religion, the travellers declared.

to the sabotage of the peasants

The travellers did not belicve 
that there Is any: great or 
organised plan for the use of 
sabotage as a form of expression 
of discontent. Most of what the 
regime ‘calls sabotage in In- 
dustry, they sald, {s duc to 
fatigue, induced by the Sovict 
sweating system now gpplicd in 
Rumonian industry; to defective 
materials, which leads to many 
breakdowns, especially of So- 
vict machinery; ond to incom- 
petence, due to the replacenicnt 
of the skilled. leaders of industry 
by ignorant party officials. 

The Uissatiscd masscs are, 
however, the travellers agreed, 
entirely passive In outlook. The 
only hope they have to “libera- 
tion" {is from outside and they 
belicve that help from outside 
will be effective only in the
